Frankfort, Ky.. March 11 —The 
Niles bill, granting to women the 
right to vote in school elections, 
passe;! he Senate at noon to day. by 
the vote of 24 to 11. The bill passed 
the House January 25, 62 to 25, and 
now goes to the Governor. 

Provisions of Bill. 

The bill provide*: 
"That all women possessing the 
legal qualifications required of male 
voters in any common school election 
who in addition are able to read 
'write, shall be qualified and en- 
titled to vote at all elections of 
school trustees and other school 
officers required to be elected by the 
people, and upon all school measures 
or questions submitted to a vote of 
the people; and all women possessing 
the legal qualifications required as 
to males shall be eligible to hold any 
set ool office or office pertaining to 
the management of schools; provid- 
ed, however, that this act shall not 
apply to any election the qualifica- 
tions of the voters at which are other- 
wise prescribed by the Constitution 
nor to any uffice as to which the 
Constitution otherwise prescribed 
the qualifications of the persons 
eligible thereto. 

"In all places where a registration 
of the qualified voters is now or may 
hereafter be required, women who 
are, by this act, qualified to vote 
shall be registered at the same time 
and place and bv the same officers 
and in the same manner as male 
voters; their registration, however, 
being made in a separate book to 
be furnished by the County Clerk as 
is prescribed by law in the case of 
male voters. And all the provisions 
of law relating to the registration of 
male voters are heieby made appli- 
cable to the registration of women 
qualified to vote by thU act. 

"When the elections referred to in 
Section 1 of this act are held on the 
• ime day with the State, county or 
cjto elections, separate ballots, simi- 
lar' to those required in other elec 
tions. except that they contain only 
the names of candidates for school 
officers or questions relating to 
schools, shall be provided for women 
voters qualified under this act; 
otherwise the elections shall be held 
according to the provisions of the 
general election law."

Chieng Mai, Laos, August 9. 1911. 
—School has been running just a 
week today, and we have about 72 
enrolled; others will come in for the 
ntxt week or so . So far, I am enjoy- 
ing this term more than any of the 
preceding (ones.— probably because 
I am better able to take hold. There 
are lots of new girls in, and many, 
many poor ones. But enough of our 
old girls are back to make things 
seem home-like. 

List week, the King proclaimed a 
day of worshipping at the temples, 
to pray for rain. (Just whjat prayer 
means to him, I am not able to say, 
but prayer has no place in the Bud- 
dhist religion.) Here the day was 
celebrated by carrying a big gold 
idol from one temple to another. 
The streets between were decorated 
with flags and banana trees, and the, wch • good time, when they were 

the ao miserable, and almost wished I 
the 



It was my first boat-trip on this river, 
and though it rained hard for the 
three nours we were on the way, I 
enjoyed every bit of it. But not so 
the Collinses. The men were pulling 
against the stream, and had to use 
polls in the water, the boat wnuld 
tip that way. and give you a jerk. 
There was a hole in the boat on Mrs. 
C's side, and when the boat would 
tip her way, the water would pour 
in. She is very large, and proved a 
very effective dam between me and 
the water. Mr. C— was in the mid- 
dle of the boat in a chair, and be- 
side being knocked about, got wring 
ing wet. He said it was the meanest 
trip he had ever taken in his life, 
and as Mrs. C— sat there, wringing 
out her clothes every once in a while, 
I felt absolutely guilty to be 



idol was carried on a platform, 
ends of whicji were borne on 
shoulders of two priests. A man 
walked on each side of the idol, hold- 
ing on to his majesty's srms, to keep 
him from tumbling off into the 
dirt. A pretty thing to worship, 
isn't it? The idea of an idol that 
can't sit up straight, having power 
over the elements. I think every 
priest in the city must have been in 
the procession— several hundred— 
and the chtef prince of the city 
walked behind. He is very dignified, 
sensible looking man, but he appear- 
ed ridiculous, following after that 
tottering idol. A great crowd of 
people came after him, men and 
women in their gaily colored clothes, 
bearing fliwers, silver bowls, and 
ot er offerings. Mrs. Campbell and 
I started across, when we met the 
crowd, and stepped back to let them 
pass. We thought they hid about 
ail gone over, and started again 
only to be caught in another division 
of the worshippers. We were wa'k 
ing along with them when some of 
our missionaries passed, driving, and 
smiled rather broadly at the com- 
p my we were in. 

The next day, I heard a great 
beating of gongs, and looking out 
saw four met bearing a platform, 
on which was a cage, decorated with 
fl iwers, and inside the cage, the 
most misersble looking black eat 
you ever saw. It's tail drooped, and 
it was walking to one side of the 
cage to the other, in a shsrm- faced 
way, as if to say "what have I got- 
ten into now?" The eat was to bring 
rain too. It is heart rending, to see 
en all sides, this groping after help, 
and having nothing to turn -tor -hot 
an idol and a black cat. To me, 
that is the saddest thing about the 
condition of our heathen; they feel 
their need for a helper, and know 
now the wax. 

I was surely born under a lucky 
star (this "lucky star" doesn't sound 
much better than a black cat, does 
it?) I have written you before about 
the little village of "Ban Taw," 
about five miles up the river, with 
the beautiful scenery along the way. 
Last Sunday they dedicated their 
new chapel, and invited us up. This 
is a charge of Mr. Collins', and he 
and Mrs. C— went up the evening ^ 
before, and invited me to go along. 



would tumble over-board or have 
something unpleasant happen to me, 
to keep them company. 

Water kept coming in the boat, 
and one man was kept bailing all 
the time. When we arrived at tbe 
village, we found for the first time, 
that as I had a light load, one of the 
men had carried my things up, in 
atead of putting them m the boat. 
So all my things were as dry ss 
could be, I had them well wrapped 
in oilcloth, while tbeCs had to send 
out in the village and borrow mat- 
tresses, and the only bit of clothing 
Mrs. Collins had that was dry, wss 
an old wrapper she had brought 
along. They didn't have piliows, 
and the nest day she had to wear a 
wet dress to church. 

The natives have set out a drive 
of banana trees rrom the road to the 
chapel, and had maJe arches of flow 
ers around each door. Sunday noon, 
we ate dinner with them, and they 
sent in fried chicken, etc., for the 
other meals. We had good services, 
lasting almost continually from the 
time we got there until we left, 
Monday morning, except for eating 
and sleeping. Mr. Collins had his 
graphophone along I had my violin 
and an organ, so there was some en 
tertunment mixed with the church 
going. And we almost had to take 
the children up bodily and throw 
them out doors, when bt 

M >nday morning we came down 
again, using oars this time, which 
made the trip essier. I hsve never 
seen more beautiful scenery than we 
have along tbe river, 
the banks all the way. 
it has been cot away, to five ropm 
for a village to spread itself. I don't 
think I ever had a pioasa n tor trip, 
though we were ail 
we got home. 

I am sorry you 
trouble getting my sewing done, 
uon't be disappointed if tbey do not 
ach here this year. Our goods 
from New York is usually shipped 
the first of June every y«ar. and as 
freight is so expensive, tbey do not 
►hip again until there is a large 
enough consignment to get rates. 
If missionaries could get things out

the Kentucky General Assembly will 
finish its iahors at day and night ses- 
sions today and Tuesday.

Of the most important bills that 
have passed both branches of the 
Ligialature is that providing for 
compulsory primary elections, to be 
paid for by the State; that creating 
the Department cf State Banking, 
the measure providing for the exten- 
sion of the county unit law; that 
providing pensions for indigent Con- 
federate veterans and widows of 
men who wore the gray ; that ena- 
bling the Governor to name a Board 
of Prison Commissioners of three 
members; two bills relating to good 
roaos in the various counties, with 
the State-aid feature eliminated;

Senator Bertram 
delivered a strong speech with a 
warning against extravagance.but it 
was not heeded.

Up-to-Date Equipment Installed In 
Now Malting Mouae of Brit- 
ish Mint. 

Tom tons of gold will on an aver- 
age b#j melted dor.n em-h working day 
In the wonderful new melting house 
now being completed for service next 
year at the royal mint, near the Tow- 
er of London. 

The new melting house will be the 
mont complete In the world. It 14 
much larger than the, existing one, 
and la to contain ten furnacea, all 
boated by gas. The present malting 
houae baa only four such furnaces. 
Gas furnacea alone are now used at 
the royal mint for the melting down 
of precious metal, coke furnacea hav- 
ing been fin ally banished In March 
laat. No leas an amount than £80,- 
000,000 worth of gold has been melted 
down by gas since the special furnaces 
were Introduced. 

Many experiments were carried out 
before gas. was sccepted aa the beat 
medium for the melting. In connec- 
tion with the teats Mr. Rlgg, the super- 
intendent of the operative department, 
paid a number of visits to factories 
In London and the country and made 
a tour in Canada and the United 
States with the object of obtaining 
evidence as to the value of gas as a 
fuel. At length a special type of fur- 
nace was designed by officials at the 
mint, and a gas burner made by Mr. 8. 
N. Brayshow, of Manchester, waa 
adopted. 

Ordinary gas Is taken from the 
atreet main for the melting and mixed 
with air from a powerful blowing en- 
gine. It Is found that by the use of 
gas the crucibles for the gold last long- 
er than they did when coke was em- 
ployed, each crucible enduring eight- 
een heatings under gas as against 
twelve under coke. In addition, the 
cost Is leRS. having been reduced from 
7d. to 5d. for each hundred weight of 
gold melted—London Mall.

Carlntta Pontine, a seven yesr old 
Hoist, in cow owned by the Missouri 
College of Agriculture has beaten 
the record of Missouri Chief Jose- 
phine in butter production. She 
produced during the month of Jan 
uary 2146 pounds of milk which 
tested 3.57 per cent. This makes the 
butter fat yield for the rmnth 76 6 
pounds or about one-tenth of a 
pound more than was produced by 
Josephine for her best month's fat 
production. 

Carlotta Pontiac does not give the 
quanitity of milk produced by Jose- 
phine but her fat record is very 
much higher. She has been milking 
for 140 days and in this period of 
time has produced 9268 6 pounds of 
milk containing 305 1 pounds of 
butter fat. This is equivalent to 3- 
81 pounds of butter. Her average 
daily mik yield is 66 1 3 pounds, 
daily yield of butter fat is 
pounds — Marshall Mo.

AS A BEGGAR REMEMBERED 



Remarkable Character Who Died In 

1681 Left Bequest for Benefit 
of Poor. 

Gifts of clothing are being made In 
many market towns rind villages of 
Surrey to this poor from a bequest 
left for the purpose by Henry Smith, 
or "Dog" Smith, as he was more gen- 
erally called, having earr.od the so- 
briquet from the fact that he was 
never seen without a des at his heels. 

This rema'-kabie character lived 
about two and a half centuries ago, 
and waa one of the best known fig- 
ures in Surrey. He was originally a 
silversmith in the city of London, 
and, proaperlng in business, acquired 
estates in different parts of England. 

Developing eccentricities as he grew 
old, ba adopted the life of a beggnr. 
His wanderings were confined almost 
entirely to Surrey, and he is said to 
hava begged his way through every 
town and village in the country. At 
hla death in 1C81 he left all his 
wealth to the market towns and par- 
ishes of Surrey, and the endowments 
enabled each town to spend $25(kand 
each village about $30 on the '.-y r- 
chaae of clothing for its poor. 

Mltcham, however, was excluded 
from his benefactions, Smith's ex- 
planation being that on one occasion 
the inhabitants of Mitcham whipped 
him through the village as a common 
vagrant. — London Chronicle. 



Danger of Gasolene Fumes. 

In a letter to the New York Med- 
ical Journal Dr. T. D. W. Ptnckney de 
Clares that public warning should be 
given in regard to danger from fumes 
where gasolene is burned and cites 
the case of a man who was round un- 
conscious and near death after be- 
ing for a short time in a small room 
In which an automobile engine was 
running. 

"Some time ago," he says, "I wae 
also called to see a plumber who 
was rendered helpless and almost un- 
conscious by fumes from his gasolene 
torch. It appears that ontf a small 
amount of the fnmes Is uecessary to 
■cause helplessness and that there is 
little or no warning of danger in the 
feeling of the one affected. 

"PeivunK working alone in their 
small private garages are In grave 
danger when they let their enginea 
run for even a short time," says Dr. 
Pinckney. "Chance alone saved the 
men in the two cases I mention." 



Reviving Old Mackintoshes. 

Shabby old mackintoshes can be 
made as good as new at home for a 
small outlay, and by the exercise of a 
little care and patience. Doll a 
little linseed oil and add to this about 
20 drops of terebene (to be had at any 
chemist's). While hot apply this mix- 
ture to the mackintosh with a brush. 
Allow it about 48 hours to dry in, and 
then wash the whole over with India 
rubber solution dissolved in methy- 
lated spirits to the thickncsB of cream. 
Leave this another two days to <lrv 
aud the mackintosh will be found to 
have a amaath and hard surface, as 
calculated to resist all moisture as 
when the coat was new. The snine 
process will, o fcourse, do for rain 
hats, sponge bags and all watcj-proot- 
ad things.

Constantinople on Feeet of 
Balram. 

The Idea of animal sacrifice seems 
strange In modern RaiDf 0. But It muat 
not be forgotten that Constantinople 
is' Turkish. In eplte of the numeroua 
dealrea on the part of other nations 
to posses* It— or rather because thoae 
are so numerous. | 
• The new regime m Turkey la up 
to date in many things. It Is establish- 
ing* schools, planning railroads and 
:. oping to take Its place by right, and 
not by Miff ranee, among the natlona of 
the world. But the favor of the devout j 
Mussulman Is sought by strict observ- 
ance of religious festivals. 

The second feast of Barlnm Is the; 
occasion of sacrifice. Its date Is varia- 
ble, since the Turkish year Is lunar, 
ani not solar. Last year came in 
December and It lasts four days. 

In anticipation of this festival. 
Proves of fat sheep were taken to 
the city from Roumella and Aula 
Minor. The price varied from 
$4 to $5. In all the rich and even 
well-to-do houses these sheep were sac- 
rificed, and the flesh In most cases 
given to the poor. 

Naturally the most elaborate cere- 
many was at the royal palace of Dol- 
ma Bogtche. The sheep, picked for 
their whiteness and plumpness, were 
solemnly led to the palace. At the 
hour Axed the Sultan, surrounded by 
his staff, descended the steps and read 
a prayer, while the first of the victim 1 : 
was led to the marble step that be- 
came the sacrlflcal altar. <- 

The sultan made the motions of 
killag the sheep, but actually handed 
the knife to an officer, who waited un- 
til the sultan had withdrawn before 
completing the sacrifice. 

In the last three years the custom 
has grown up that the skins and wool 
of all the sheep killed in Turkey that 
day belong to the sailors. 

One of the old rites of Bairara was 
to consign all Christians to massacre. 
This is now omitted in Constantinople. 
But it can be imagined that in the 
oasis of Tripoli this part of the cere- 
monies is carried out/ with emphasis.

An Early Insurance Scheme. 
A very early scheme of insurance 
for the laborer took heed of the wo- 
man worker. In 1786 the leaping of 
the poor rates gave birth to the pro- 
posal of a "Universal Benefit Society." 
Mr. Hackwood summarizes the scheme 
In his "Good Old Times:" "Every la- 
borer between the ages of twenty and 
thirty years," he notes, "earning lOd 
a day should contribute to a national 
fund 2d a week, and every woman 
earning £3 a year l^d weekly, and 
when sick or disabled should receive 
benefit at the rate of 4s a week, with 
Is a week added for-each child. There 
were, of course, many other details, 
but the chief Interest lies In the fact 
that this was perhaps the earliest pro- 
posal for the national Insurance of the 
laborer against invalidity." 



STRANGE CRATER IN ARIZONA 

Geologists Have Offered Several The- 
ories to Account for This Singular 
Phenomenon. 

About forty miles from Flagstaff, 
Ariz., In the midst of a great plain, 
there Is a saucer-shaped hollow about 
three-quarters of a mile across and 
600 feet deep. The rim of this strange 
crater rises between 150 and 200 feet 
above the surrounding plain. Rocky 
fragments are scattered for several 
miles around the crater. Among these 
rocks many fragments of meteoric 
Iron, some / containing minute black 
diamonds, have been found. The In 
ner walla ahow that the crust of the 
earth was broken when the crater was 
formed; yet no volcanic rocks exist 
there. Geologists have offered several 
theories to account for this singular 
phenomenon. One Is that an Immense 
meteorite made the hole, and that the 
meteoric fragments Just mentioned are 
remnants of the falling star. Another 
theory ascribes the origin of the era 
ter to a tremendous explosion of steam 
in the rocks beneath, and a third com 
bines the first two by suggesting that 
the blow of a falling meteor, striking 
the earth's crust at a point where 
subterranean water had accumulated 
In the neighborhood of heated rocks 
was the cause of the explosion. 



Will Try to Outlive All Others. 
The oldeet member of Parliament In 
the world, the Hungarian deputy, M. 
Joaeph Madarasz, who Is now in his 
ninety-ninth year, issues a denial of 
the statement that be is about to re- 
tire Into private life. M. Madarass 
says that he means to retain his man- 
date till he has completed his one hun- 
dredth year, if not. longer. He carries 
a list of all the centenarians In the 
world constantly with him, and marks 
them off as they die. He la deter 
mined to outlive them all, and some 
day to have the distinction of being 
the oldest man in the

First Woman on English Stage. 

January 3 is an Important annlver 
sary in the development of the Brit 
ish drama, for upon this date In 1661 
Pepys went to the Clare Market thea 
ter, saw the "Beggar's Bush" well per 
formed and records, "the first time 
that I ever saw women come upon the 
stage." 

Previously all female parts had been 
taken by boys or young men. The 
change was probably suggested by 
Charles II. from his continental experi- 
ence, and arose from an amusing epi- 
sode. The king had gone to the thea- 
ter "before his time," and finding the 
actors not ready, asked for an ex- 
planation, whereupon he was gravely 
information that "the queen has not 
shaved yet!" As the Merry Monarch 
loved to laugh at a jest aa well aa to 
make one, the excuse was accepted 
and a reform Initiated.

KEEP TRIBAL CUSTOMS 



8ARCEE INDIANS DI8REGARD 
MARCH OF TIME. 



History, Intended far Posterity, Still 
Is Recorded In Crude Fashion on 
the Hides of Steers— Old Men 
Tell of 



Within twelve miles of Calgary, a 

city of 50,000 peqple, and with tele- 
phone communication* with that city, 
tho Sarcee Indians pursue their lives 
and observe exactly as their forefa- 
ther^ did the anci»a»t habits and cus- 
toms of thel-' tribe, says the Toronto 
Globe. 

Two years ago there was a great 
festival at which seven of the oldest 
chiefs related the stories of their ex- 
ploits, which the painter of the tribe 
preserved for posterity on two im- 
mense steer hides. These hides are 
now carefully preserved at the office 
of the agent on the Sarcee reserve. 

Tb Indian lad rellea for his history 
on campflre stories and a well-tanned 
steer hide covered with queer char- 
acters, painted crudely with a sort of 
ink made of the Juices of plants. 
• These records are not haphazard, 
but they are not altogether regular. 
, When several chiefs and medicine 
men of the tribe are growing old an 
assembly is arranged where the fa- 
mous Indian Interpreter and painter 
meeta the aged men. One by one the 
old men stand forth before the people 
and recount the stories of their lives. 

They tell thrilling tales of the bat- 
tles in which they ur.tv .ought, of the 
I scalps taken, and the horses they 
« have stolen. These three achieve- 
ments are regarded as the three most 
, honorable and valorous exploits of 
the great men. Compared with these 
-.the white man's election to parlia- 
ment, "his appointment to high office, 
' and ""his great commercial achieve- 
ments are as nothing. 

Sometimes their meetings last sev- 
' oral days. The old men are enthusi- 
astic in their descriptions of by- 
gone days; thep recite rapidly and 
gesticulate much. The members of 
1 the tribe, sitting about them, listen 
' eagerly, storing the details to be told 
! over and over again to their son's 
I sons, until they are tribal traditions 
1 of the long past As they talk the 
j painter sits upon the ground with his 
steer hide spread before him and 
paints with his rude dyes pictures to 
Illustrate the Incidents. 

A circle represents a barricade or 
encampment; awkwardly drawn pic- 
tures of animals stand for the horses 
he has stolen; a galloping horse, with 
a man on his back, suggests the story 
of a wild flight across the prairie be- 
fore pursuing enemies; a lag may 
mean a bloody battle won; a tadpole- 
' like mark, a scalped Indian. The 
figures are very crude, the drawings 
no better than those a four-year-old 
child ma>ea oa Us slate. But some in- 
genuity la exercised la the grwaplag. 
and each sketch Is. in a way, a key 
| to the thrilling tales which In time
